Kev. D. H. Cheney Be|tret» 8«ct»rlnnl«m 


Wtitcli Prevent* Ita Use. 


Rev. D. 31. Cheney at a ministers meet- 


ing in Milwaukee yesterday, of the Meth- 
odist, Congregational, Presbyterian, Bap- 
tiat and Dutch Reformed denominations

Uovr Coal jllny Be Saved. 


When it is understood that the same 


amount of 'fuel is consumed in produc- 
ing either gas or heat, it is readily 
seen why one person will use four 
times as much coal as another without 
producing any more heat, if as much. 
When feeding coal after the fire is 
made, only a small quantity should be 
fed at a time, and that spread evenly 
over the surface of the fire, for when 
fresh coal is added it for a time lowers 
the temperature of the firebox (just as 
pouring cold water into a pot of boil- 
ing water stops the boiling by lower- 
Ing the temperature) until the added 
coal is heated up to the igniting point, 
when It first begins to burn and adds 
its heat to the mass. When hut little 
coal is added, this lowering of the tem- 
perature will bnrdly be noticed, but 
add a large quantity and it can be 
plainly seen.

Few people know that by the use of 


newspapers _thry can keep warm in 
cold weather ir.!:sn without it they 


. wou^rt suffer, says a writer in tha 
Washington Post. Several sheets of pa- 
per pinned tn the inside of a r.ian's or 
boy's vest boi'ars putting it on and an- 
other part of several thicknesses worn. 
uniier the vest when going out into the 
cold will tase the place of an overcoat 
to the poor man who h:is none and will 
furnish as much warmth. 


Many p«jor families have not bert- 


clothing i.'iiough in winter to protect 
them from cald during extremely cold 
nights. Such families can make them- 
selves perfectly comfortable by spread- 
ing tlirue or four newspapers between 
the scant bedclothing they have. They 
will bo agreeably surprised to find that 
the papers are equal to the heaviest 
blanket iu excluding the cold. If peo- 
ple generally understood tho merits of 
this simple remedy and practiced it, 
there would be less sickness and fewer 
cases of consumption. Men and women 
frequently stand for hours about tlie 
market, at the depots or other places, 
exposed to severe cold or drafts of air, 
and before they are aware of it have

C/1FJE' OF CANARIES. 


How to Select a Good Sinacr and 


Protect It* Hmilth. 


In selecting a bird choasa one of tbe 


Sci'os;s breeds, a pure canary with a 
strain of goldfinch or bullfinch stock, 
snys a writer in the Ledger Monthly. 
These arc characterized by the deep 
yellow of the plumage and black mark- 
ings for the goldfinch or greenish tints 
for the-bullfinch cross. These birds in- 
variably possess splendid voices and 
robust constitutions, this last being a 
great consideration, as the unmixed ca- 
nary has a remarkable aptitude for de- 
veloping diseases.

them from cold during extremely cold j 
nights. Such families can make them- 
selves perfectly comfortable by spread, 
ing i lime or four newspapers between 
1Iio scant bedelnthinir they have. They 
will bo agreeably surprised tn find that 
tho papers are equal to tbo heaviest 
blanket in excluding the cold. If peo- 
ple generally understood tho merits of 
this si tuple remedy and practiced it, 
there would be less sickness and fewer 
cases of consumption. Men and women 
frequently stand for hours ahoiir the 
mark-it, at tho depots or other places, 
exposed to severe- cold or drafts of air. 
and before they nre aware .if It have 
contracted a cold which tei-nilnntes in 
consumption and t'.eailj. 


Newspapers undor tbo vest or 'wrap 


when thus exposed will nearly always 
prevent taking cold. Tho newspaper is 
a 
nonconductor of heat and 
when 


placed over tho stomach preserves tho 
supply o.f what lias boiMi called tho res- 
ervoirs of heat In tho body. It would 
seem probable that these suggestions 
were ah-oady known by almost every I 
well InforiBi'd person in the country, 
but in fact very few hnvo over tried It. 
.The public schools ot' tho country 
should leach the children these and 
kindred rules for-their comfort ami 
health, for by their use ?reat suffering 
would be avoided.

clean, slaked lime aud after allowing 
it to stand until perfectly clear pour 
oft the water into bottles.

is coming so 'rapidly that I do not be- 
lieve we shalt ho forced to begin any 
proceedings against the companies.'1
